Federal governm ent, this would 
be 
a lucrative field and leave the states 
tree to find other sources of revenue, 
v ery few states levy an incom e ts« 
■ ny way. 
Ja c o n a sad I akari ta aaa Tama*. 
I am not opposed to te x ts o f this 
kind per se, but believe they are 
proper sources o f revenue when the 
governm ent needs the revenue for 
legitim ate purposes, and since the 
Sixteenth Am endm ent to the Consti­ 
tution specifically 
authorizes 
the 
Federal governm ent to levy an in­ 
come tax, I want the governm ent to 
exercise that power within the bounds 
c f justice and with due regard for 
the proper developm ent of ligitim ate 
t uftiness industries of the country. 
Inheritance taxes have been levied 
by Congress and held to be constitu­ 
tional, hut there is a 
very 
grave 
doubt in my mind as to the principle 
and governm ental policy of levying 
this tax by the Federal governm ent. 
I want to see this field of taxation 
left to the states. 
I am unalterably 
opposed to the plan o f inheritance 
tax proposed in the revenue bill rec­ 
ently passed by Congress. The Sen­ 
ate struck this provision from the 
bill and should have refused to ac­ 
cept it in the conference, but ti ey 
were all more interested in the 
m- 
m ediate reduction o f taxes becam e 
o f the effect upon the com ing c o c ­ 
tion than they were in preserving t*ie 
fundamental principle of 
allow ing 
the states to adopt their own B it­ 
terns of taxation without extraneous 
pressure. 
This bill, as passed, provides for a 
tax on inheritances and provides in 
substance that when any state en­ 
acts a law’ levying this tax as provid­ 
ed in the Act of 
Congress, 
such 
state, or rather the citizens of such 
states, should have a credit o f 80 
per cent for the taxes levied by the 
governm ent, 
and the governm ent 
would receive 20 per cent of the tax. 
This is an admission that the tax is 
not needed to support the Federal 
governm ent, but is levied to make 
the states levy this kind of tax. 
lf 
the tax is needed fer revenue why 
did not Congress keep it all, instead 
< f offering the state 80% of it to 
induce them to levy an inheritance 
ta x . 
W hile the state is not re­ 
quired by the expressed term s of the 
act to levy this tax, it would be 
com pelled to do so in order to pro­ 
tect its citizens under the IOO per 
cent levy imposed by the govern­ 
ment, if the states do not comply 
with the term s of the law. 
This is 
indirectly forcing the states to do 
what the governm ent cannot make 
them do directly, and if it is not a 
violation of the C onstitution, it is 
a p in s t the spirit o f justice which 
should permit the states to have their 
own system s o f 
taxation 
without 
coercion from Congress. 
Texas has 
en inheritance tax law and would be 
allowed a rebate o f 80 per cent of 
inheritance taxes collected bv 
tlhe 
Federal governm ent. 
If Louisiana 
had no inheritance tax law, she would 
ray IOO per cent of the inheritance 
tax to the Federal governm ent, while 
Texas would pay only 20 per cent 
on the same kind of propertv. Does 
any person believe that this kind of 
Jaw is honest and just? 
This is the 
kind of a law Congress has just en­ 
acted and necessarily 
forces 
the 
State to adopt it or bear an unjust 
proportion of Federal taxes. 
Uet us analyze the 
proposition. 
The Federal governm ent has nothing 
to do with the laws of descent in 
the various states and cannot make 
laws governing conditions of wills 
and the descent of property in the 
several states, yet when a man dies 
and the property descends to 
his 
heirs in accordance with the laws of 
the .state in which he lived, the Fed­ 
eral governm ent steps in and takes 
a part of this property. 
The Fed­ 
eral governm ent does not tax the 
lands 01 the citizens in the different 
states, but when a man dies 
and

the t ederal governm ent contrary to 
the .p in t, if not i f the letter, of 
the Constitution? 
The members of Congress in de­ 
fending this provision in the revenue 
DHI charge those who oppose 
t as 
rynig to protect the rich in dodging 
their just share o f taxes. This state­ 
m ent is cam ouflage and made for the 
purpose o f arraying the poor against 
the neb, and 
hidirg 
the 
vicious 
scheme in this bill, which is to coerce 
the states into enacting 
tax 
laws 
which they would probably not en 
act w ithout coercion from Congress. 
Congress has no more right to dic­ 
tate to the states what tax laws they 
should enact than tho Soviet govern­ 
ment o f Russia has to collect taxes 
from Texas. 


F ifty -F ifty 
Appropriations. 
Does the Constitution 
authorize 
the levy and collects n of any taxes 
by the Federal governm ent, except 
D r the legitim ate expenses o f the 
governm ent? I hold that the govern­ 
ment cannot legally collect one dol- 
ar 
rom any state m d give It to 
another stat* to be ised solely for 
state purposes, yet this is being done 
by the various fifty-fifty appropria­ 
tions of the states. 
I he* governm ent 
is not authorized by the Constitution 
to anpropriate monej of any state 
to educate farm ers, as 
under 
the 
Sm ith-Lever Act. to teach vocational 
training, as under the Smith-Hughe? 
Act and to teach the 
hygiene 
of 
m aternity, as under the Sherrard- 
Tn»-nrr Act. 
There Is not a line or 
syllable m the Constitution author­ 
izing the Federal governm ent to e n ­ 
gage in setting up educational >vs- 
tem s or appropriating money for their 
support in the states. 
These are all 
rurely local m atters over which the 
Federal governm ent w as never given 
anv authority in the original Consti­ 
tution or by amendm ent. 
The Fede­ 
ral, State and Local governm ents are 
spending $18,500,000 annually 
for 
agricultural advisors and b g 1* per 
money expended by 
the State and Federal governm ents 
is taken up in overhead for bureau­ 
crats, experts, staff specialists, di- 
tectors and “swdvel chair w arm ers’’

i / 41 J* Per cent 
paid to 
the field workers who do the actual 
work am ong the farm ers and house­ 
wives. 
Our university, colleges and 
public schools are all teaching agri­ 
culture and dom estic science, and if 
it is necessary to em ploy men and 
women to go into the country and 
teach men how to farm, and teach 
women to do their house work. the 
state and locality reced in g th: bene­ 
fit should pay for it, and not ask 
the Federal governm ent to help pay 
for it, and boss the j„h. 
Public School Aid.

Public Road Aid. 
Since the Constitution says, “ Cong­ 
ress shall have power to establish 
post offices and post roads”, I shall 
not discuss this question further than 
to say that the present Federal road 
aid system is w rong in principle and 
extravagant in 
practice. 
Texas is 
paying $37,000,000 a year in taxes 
to the Federal governm ent and gets 
back $6,000,000 a year with dictat- * 
ors to tell us how to spend it. 
If 
this is not extravagance, I do not 
know what word to use. 
W e will 
r ever have a proper system of high­ 
ways until the state and counties 
build them jointly, each recognizing 
the rights and duties o f the other. 
It is said by the apologists for this 
half and half -.yrtem tr.at we m ust 
accept this Federal aid. as the other 
Fcates would get it all if w e did not 
take our part. 
This is not true, for 
if a half dozen states would refuse 
nan dozen suiie* wuwaa 
this aid. Congress would repeal the 
r and the whole system would be 
law 
wiped off tho -tatutf*> 
C*>ngM*ss 
would never have exercised her right 
to estahlish a system o f 
National 
highways nor would sh«* have ap­ 
propriated funds illegally for agri­ 
culture and educational work in the 
different states, if the vicious fifty- 
fifty schem e had not been adopted to 
beguile the states into believing they 
were getting som ething for nothing. 
W herever Federal money 
F ed­ 
eral control goes with it. 
I w ant 
Texas to retain title of our highways. 
The taking over o f these functions 
bv the Federal governm ent w ill cause 
la re e r e x p e n d itu r e bv the govern­ 
ment and the reaching out for more 
•©arces of taxtation and weaken the 
structure of this Republic by over­ 
feeding it with dutes that can better 
Iv" performed by the states. 
I would 
like to see mnnv o f the boards and 
bureaus with their millions of dollars 
m d thousand* of men radiating from 
W ashington abolished. 
and 
thenf 
functions restored to the states from 
which thev were stolen. If the states 
do not deair** to exercise these func­ 
tions, it is their business sod Con­ 
gress should not u-urp them. The sur- 
i ender of these local functions bv 
the states will cause th^rn to take 
less interest in local affairs and to 
look to W ashington as the source of 
all nower and the dispenser of pub-
